It behooves the flippant New Yorker 


to bestir himself and assume an un- 
accustomed attitude of reject when 
considering any subject uliieh relates 
to the literary history of Philadelphia. 
However he may rail at Boston's sap- 
pos>ed departing literary glory, how- 
ever loudly he may brag tLat the New 
York of Irving' and Cooper antedated 
the Boston of Emerson and Hawthorne, 
he must always bear in mind that Phil- 
adelphia was the cradle of American 
letters. If for no other reason, he 
should remember that one B. Franklin 
started the first American magazine in 
that city over 150 years ago, besides be- 
ing himself the first all-around literary 
man the country produced. It is an old 
btory to talk of Brockden Brown, the 
first American novelist, and of the suc- 
cession of Philadelphia magazines from 
the "Tort Folio" at the beginning of 
this century to the "Graham's" and 
"Sartain's" magazines of a later date. 
In these publications tho authors of 
New York and New England found their 
best, and most profitable mediums of 
publication for nearly a qunrter of a cen- 
tury. All this is written down at great 
length in Prof. Albert H. Smythe's ex- 
cellent "History of Philadelphia Mag- 
a/ines and their Contribul ors," amobt 
useful book to students of American 
literature. 


Yet the literary glory of Philadelphi 


departed, it might be said, almost in a 
night. In 1872, 20 years after this hap 
pened. Bayard Taylor felt called upon 
to Write of the late George Henry Boker 
in that entertaining book, "The Echo 
Club," that "no one of our authors is 
M> isolated as he. When Philadelphia 
ceased to be a literary center, vvhicl 
happened very suddenly and unexpect 
edly, the tone of society seemed to 
change. Innlead of the open satisfac 
tion of Boston in her brilliant circle o 
authors, or 'he, passive indifference o 


He is, it will be remembered, the grand- 
on of Fanny Kemble, who married 
Pierce Butler, son of the senator of that 
lame, a member of the constitutional 
convention of 1789. Mr. Wister is thus 
he great-grandson both of Senator But- 
er and of Charles Kemble, the distin- 
guished English actor. His mother, 
rtisa Butler, married a member of the 
Wister family of Philadelphia, where 
he was bora in 1860. As a boy he was 
sent to school for short terms in Eng- 
and, Svv itzerland and Rome, finishing 
lis preparatory course at St. Paul's 
school in Concord, N. H. He took a 
•ourse in music under Prof. Paine at 
harvard, and with the advice of Liszt, 
whom he met several times, studied 
music for a year with a leading French 
composer at Paris. He was, however, 
obliged to give up this study, and, fall- 
ng into ill-health during the winter ol 
1884-5, he was ordered west the follow- 
ing summer, which he spent in the 
ranch country of Wyoming. t At this 
time the ranch business was still ex- 
ceedingly prosperous, as misfortune 
had not then come to those engaged in 
it. Mr. Wister did a great deal of camp- 
ing and a good deal of shooting big 
game, and still more of missing big 
game, as he puts it in talking about his 
experiences. Returning east, he com- 
pleted a course at the Harvard law 
school, taking his degree, and settled 
down to the practice of his profession 
at Philadelphia. His continuous trips 
to the Rocky mountains gradually de- 
veloped an inclination for writing. His 
first stories were written in 1891, and 
since then he has been living in Phila- 
delphia or traveling in the west, prac- 
ticing less law and writing more stories'. 


Mr. Wister conies over to New York 


occasionally, and on one of these visits 
he was persuaded to talk a little about 
his observations of- western life and 
conditions. 


"One thing I have noticed," he said, 


"regarding the east and west. It can 
be expressed briefly, although it will 
reqtiho explanation afterwards.

notuing less than an attempt to perpe- 
trate cheating and fraud in elections by 
enacting into it the fundamental law of 
the state, as was fully admitted in the 
discussion by its author and chief advo- 
cate, H R. lillmap. 
Thie, indeed, was 


the openly avowed purpose for calling 
the convention, and that purpose, it can 
hardly be denied, has b-rn faithfully 
carried out, tnd that, too. in clear and 
palpable violation of the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. 
"We regard it as fraudulent in ita 


origin in that the convention was fraud- 
ulently 'counted in,' with only 31.402

CURIOUS FOOD SEEDS. 


Haiiy Varieties C*»efl by the Natives of 


Hev**r,ll Continents. 


Various kinds of seeds have been em- 


plojcd tor food. The Indians of A'oi til 
America eat the seeds oi' certain cac'ti, 
w hioh are parched, pulverized and made 
into a palatable gruel. Their fondness 
for the seeds of some pines is well 
knoun, Ihese "pinons" being to them 
v\hat sugar plums arc to white people. 
Sunflower seeds, too, they parch, grind 
and make into cakes, which are, said to 
be equal to corn bread. From the sjnm1 
kt'i'ds they get oil for anointing their 
bodies. Seeds of many kinds ha\e bce.i 
found iu the ruins of the aucieut clill 
dwellers of Ulan, the evidence beiiif,' 
satisfactory ^iiat they were used for 
food. Ainojiy the.se, may be mentioned 
the common,g'tliden beau, which isaJsu 
ilihroji ereil in indunds in Arizona. T))'; 
ehiT duellers used to eat the seeds ol 
the ordinary pigweed. 
Indians gvn- 


erally to this da;t consume the seeds of 
many speeieK oi grasses, making bread 
and mush trum them. Along*

Another 
heed alleged to^be poisoriotis is that of 
the common cockle, which, finding1 its 
wuy into wheat fields, poisons the bread 
made from the \\hent.

From its name is derived the 
word "carat," which has come into oc- 
cidental use.—1'opular Science. News.

THE COUNTY BOARD. 


Beporta of Officials—Steward Bur- 


ley and the Poor Farm. 


Ihe board was in session but a short 


time Tuesday afternoon. 


A communication was read from John 


H. Piper, county clerk of Sangamon 
county, requesting the board to send 
delegates to the ninth annual conven- 
tion of supervisors, to be held at Kan- 
kakee on the third Tuesday in January, 
1H90, but no action was taken on it. 


The finance committee reported that 


of the bonded indebtedness of the old 
series known as the county bonds, there 
remains unpaid 847,000, S15,000 of which 
falls due Oct. 1,189G, and 815,000 on Oct.

Arrest of Elijah B. Hudson, A 


Waiting Arsenal. 


Tafcen In by OIHrcr Dempiwy— Hml Two

Shortly after 32 o'clock to-day Officer 


Dempeey made an important arrest near 
the corner of North Water and Prairie 
streets, whore many people pass every 
minute in the day. 
The party taken in 


tow was Elijah B. Hudson, a wealthy 
Christian county bachelor farmer, known 
in and around Blue Mound, Mt. Au- 
burn, and Illiopolis. Hudson had been 
heard of about the city as having threat 
ened to clean out certain banks and 
gambling rooms, and Dempsey had seen 
him at the Spencer & Lehman Co. plant 
early in the forenoon, when Hudson was 
jabbering about the great amount of 
gold 
going across the water. 
At 


that time 
complaints 
about Hud- 


son's 
conduct 
had 
cot 
reached 


the oars of .the officer, and Dempsey 
thought the man was a harmless prank. 
Later Dempsey heard that Hudson was 
regarded as dangerous and that he was 
armed. Then the officer beg&p looking 
for him, but he could not find him until 
after 12 o'clock, when Hudson came up 
to him around the National Bank corner 
and bluntly said he had a scheme to 
work out to do a gambling house. "I'm 
going up now to make a cool hundred, 
and

out. 
There'll be 85 in it for you. 
I'm 


going up now, and when you hear the 
guns banging I want you to come right 
up and we'll clean 'em out." 
Dempsy 


saw at once that the man was demented 
and ho, by feeling at his hip pocket, en- 
deavored to ascertain if he was armed. 
Tho revolvers could not not be located, 
because Hudson had them in the front 
pockets of his pantaloons 
Hudson was 


asked to come along to police headquar- 
ters, the officer showing his star. Hud- 
son readily consented to go, but said if 
tho officer would only take off his star 
he would drop him dead with a bullet. 


Arriving at 
headquarters 
Hudson 


icadily admitted that he was armed, and 
he pulled out two loaded revolvers, one 
a Colt's and the other a Smith & Wes- 
son, both with the chambers full of bul- 
lets. 
Hudson also pulled out a bowie- 


knife with a bone handle, Jt yag in a 
sheath. Besides these deadly weapons 
Hudson had on hie person six pocket 
books. One had in it a (ifty dollar bill, 
and the others contained some money. 
He also had a lot of cartridges and was 
fully equipped for war. 


He was put into the city prison, from 


which he was subsequently taken to the 
county jail. Hudson is about 40 years 
of age. His parents are dead, and he 
has no family. 
• It is learned that Hudson has a farm 
of 120 acres near Mt. Auburn in Chris- 
tian county, and that he has a large 
amount of corn which he might have 
sold at 60 cents; but he held on to it for 
a higher price. It is stated that he has 
been speculating in grain and has lost 
heavily. He has bean acting queerly for 
several days. He is certainly very wild 
at the present time and his friends will 
take care of him. It may be necessary 
to send him to an asylum for treatment

FAVORS MONROE DOCTRINE 


Senator Cullom Hakes a Strong 


Speech in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—Ihe 


feature ot the proceedings in the senate 
to-day was the speech of Senator Cullom 
in support of the Monroe doctrine. 


This government, he declared, is not 


one of conquest or of usurpation. If we 
would still keep up the march of the re- 
public iu this world of competition and 
strife, and maintain our national honor 
with our territorial unity and integrity, 
we must have some affirmative, distinct- 
ive idea or policy of such simple and un- 
questioned propriety that it shall re- 
ceive the universal sanction of 
our 


poopl«. 


"This much is due to ourselves," con- 


tinued the senator, "that by no laches 
on our part can it be truly said that we 
are too long sleeping upon our just rights. 
And this, too, is due to Europe, that the 
governments of the old world may know 
that 75,000,000 of 
American citizens 


speaking through their representatives 
ia congress are a unit in maintaining 
the American doctrine of James Mdn- 
roe; and it is also due to the independ- 
ent governments of the other America 
lying to the south of us, whose tenure 
of existence piactically depends upon 
the honesty of the United States in sus- 
taining the doctrine of the message of 
1823. 


This nation has played diplomacy long 


enough and without much effect. Great 
Britain has been disregarding polite re- 
quests, protests and arguments, and if 
let a!ono will finally dominate Venezuela. 


]n closing h'e declared emphatically 


that "our policy is the American policy, 
our doctrine is the protection of Ameri- 
can interests, and our motto is America 
for Americans."
